dom of God, which they nad ſo long expected, and fo ear- 
neſtly defired, ſhould now appear, that the Kingdom ſhould 


even now be reſtored unto Tract, i. e. in their carnal conceita, 


that he would now in a moſt ſolemn manner proclaim him- 
ſelf a Mighty Monarch, make Jeruſalem the Chief Scat of 
his Empire, promote them to the Higheſt Places of Truſt 

and Dignity, and that they ſhould enjoy all the meaſures of 
Softneſs, Eaſe, and Plenty under his moſt Peaceful Pro- 
ſperous and laſting Reign. To correct the Vanity of this Fancy, 
in his more immediate Approach to this Famous Metropolis, 
he tells them of a certain Nobleman, 2. e.

Stat pro ratione voluntas, Which well e- 


nough became the Mouthe of ſuch Turbulent, Rebellious 


Citizens as the Jews were in General, but is yet better ſuited

In Particular, who towards the latter end of the Jewiſh State, 
and at the time of our Saviour's Appearance upon Earth, 
had work'd themſelves into the Management of all Affairs 
both Sacred and Civil: Nothing of moment paſs'd, but was 
directed by their Councils, nothing of weight but was in- 


Fuenc'd by their Aſſiſtance: And what truſty Managers they | 


were, appeared by their involving their Miſerable Citizens

The Jeu were always a moody headſtrong People, im- 


patient of any kind of Government, Theocracy it ſelf could 


not pleaſe them; for they murmured againſt Moſes and 
Aaron who had wrought ſuch Wonders for them in the 
Land of Egypt, led them through the Red Sea, as upon 
dry Ground, and fed them with Food from Heaven in the 
Wilderneſs, They made not ſuitable returns to Joſhua 


for conducting them into the Promiſſed Land: They were 


prone upon all Occaſions ro impeach their Judges.

That Peſtilent 
Pamphlet, entituled, Junius Brutus or Vindiciæ contra 7)- 
7annos, ſuppoſed to be written by Beza, his Succeſſor; and 
to mention no more, Kuox's Appellation to the Commonalty, 
and Buchanan's Jus Regni apud Scotos; a Book which for Sub- 
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reviled: That a Sovereignty is erected either in the People, or 
the ſubordinate Magiſtrate, that they are the Original of all 
Power, that the ſupreme Magiſtrate is proſtituted to their luſt, 
that wicked and irreligious Kings, i. e. all whom they pleaſe 
to call ſo, may be queſtion'd, and conſequently dethron'd, 


ſentenc'd and put to Death. If it be ſaid that theſe are but 


the Doctrines of private Men, and therefore unjuſtly charge- 
able upon the whole Order; I anſwer, that Calvin and Be- 


Za were more than Private Men, they were leading Foun- 


dation Apoſtles, their Authority was as great, and held as 
lafallible at Gese va, as ever the Popes was at Rome. Beſides, 
this is the very ſame Argument which the Papiſts uſe to clear 
their Church from the Guilt and Scandal of Bellarmine, Ma- 
riana, Sanctarellus, or any other depoſing King-Killing Je- 
| ſuit, For we do not find that the dethroning Power, which 
theſe frontleſs Flatterers have ſeated in the Pope, is either

Beſides, this Depoſing Principle of the Fefuits, has been

| Richard Rumbold a Maltſter, called the Rye, near 
Hodde ſdon in the Country of Hertford: And it 
| was Reſolved, That Forty Perfons in number,

der the Command of the ſaid Richard Rum- 
| Zo/d, ſhould hide themſelves in or near the ſaid 
| Houſe; And when Our Coach ſhould come over 
| againſt them, then Three or Four were to Shoot 
with Blunderbuſſes at the Poſtilion and Horſes, 
and if they ſhould fail of killing the Horſes, ſome 
| were to be ready in the way, who in the Habit 
of Labourers ſhould Turn a Cart croſs the Paſ- 


ſage, and fo ſtop Our Coach. Others were ap- 


pointed to Shoot into the Coach, where Our 
| Royal Perſon, and Our Deareſt Brother were to 
be: Others to Fire upon the Guards that ſhould be 
then Attending Us. And it was further reſolved, 
| That upon the ſame Day, Many Lords, and o- 
ther Perfons of Quality, whom they ſuppoſed fa- 
vourable to their Deſign, ſhould be Invited to 
Dine in Our City of London, That they might 
be the more ready to Appear among the Citizens 
upon Arrival of the News. The Actors in the 


ſaid Aſſaſſination having Contrived the manner 


of their Eſcape, by a nearer Paſſage than the 
| uſual Road; By which means they hoped to get

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to London as ſoon as the News could be brought 


thither.: ö . 
They thought it would be Eaſie upon their Per- 
petrating this Horrid Fact, to poſſeſs themſelves 


of the Government, preſuming upon the Num- 


bers of the Diſaffected. 1 
But leſt the Blackneſs of ſuch an Action might 
Deter any from joyning with them, They Pre- 
pared to Palliate it, as far as they could, by ſome 


Remonſtrance, or Declaration, which was ready 
to be Printed and Diſperſed in that Confuſion, to 
Amuſe the People. And leſt Our Officers of State, 


and the Magiſtrates of Our ſaid City, with the 


Militia thereof, and other Our Loyal Subjects, 
ſhould be able to put ſome ſtop to their Carreir, | 


of Our City, and other Our Subjects that had 

been moſt Eminent for their Lœ/alt . 
But it pleaſed Almighty God, by His won- 

derful Pravidence, To Defeat theſe Councils by 


the ſudden Fire at Newmarket, which neceſſitated E 
Our Return irom thence before the time We had | 


Appointed. 


Vet theſe Villains were not thereby diſcou- 


raged from Purſuing the fame Bloody Deſign, 
but Reſolved to take the. firſt Opportunity tor 


Effecting the ſame, and propoſed to themſelves, 


That it might be done, either in Our Paſſage 
from Windfor to Hampton Court, or in our Jour- 


ney to Wincheſter, or when We ſhould 3 by 
Water.

They Relolved to Follow this Blow with a Maſſa» | 
cre ; wherein they particularly Deſigned for imme- 
diate Slaughter, Our Officers of State, the preſent 
Lord Mayor, and Sheriffs, and the Magiſtracy 
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| Water in Our Barge, or under Bedford Garden” 


Wall, as We ſhould paſs that way, or at the 
Bull Feaſt, which was to be in Red- -L.yon-Fields ; 
they being informed, That We and Our Deareſt 
Brother had Intentions of coming thither. 


And that they might be the better prepared, 


when there ſhould be occaſion, by having a cer- 
. tain Number of Arms lying always ready for 


that purpoſe; Arms for Forty Men were beſpoke 
in all haſte, (viz.) Thirty Carbines with Belts 


and Swivels, Thirty Caſes of Piſtols, and Ten 


Blunderbuſſes, which were accordingly made 
| and paid for. 


And for the more eaſie Drawing their Party 


T together againſt the time of Execution, they 
OContrived to Divide Our Cities of London and 


Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs, into Twenty Parts; 


from each of which they expected Five hundred 


Men to be ready at the firſt Onſet; And ſome 


Agitators were to give an Account of the Men 


to be ſurniſhed in each Diviſion, and to give out 


Orders to them, as there ſhould be occaſion. 


And to the end the Forces they ſhould Raiſe 


might be the ſooner Modelled into the Form 
of an Army, there were One hundred Old Offi- 


cers, who had been Engaged in the late Rebel- 


1 lion, ready in Town to take the Command of 


them; In the purſuit of which Project they con- 
tinued, till they knew that a Dilcovery had been 


made unto Us. 


During all this time, the Principal Conſpira- 


| tors were Managing their other Deſign for a Ge- 
neral Inſurrection in both Kingdoms. 


The 
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Ihe late Earl of Shafesbury, who had at firſt 


preſſed them to ſudden Rifing, which he would 
have had before the Seventeenth of November laſt, 


or upon that Day at the fartheſt, ' ſent to the 
Conſpirators, at a Meeting appointed by them, 
to know their Reſolution ; and finding they 
Vould not adventure without farther Preparation, | 
Conveyed himſelf ſecretly into Holland, to avoid 
the Danger he might be in by a Diſcovery. 59 
_ His withdrawing himſelf from their Councils 
did not diſcourage them from purſuing their De- '| 
{ign, only made them more Cautious; Where- 
upon a new Council was appointed of Six Per- 
ſons that were to have the Chief Management 
of Affairs, in order to a General Inſurrection, by | 
a Correſpondency with their Party in Scotland, 
and ſeveral Counties of this Our Kingdom. And 
| becauſe a Correſpondency by Letters was thought | 
dangerous, it was held neceſſary that ſome Per- 
ſon ſhould be ſent into Scotland, to Invite the 
Heads of the Diſaffected Party in that Our King- 
dom, to come hither, under pretence of purcha- | 
ſing Lands in Carolina; But, in truth, to Con- 
cert with them the beſt Means for carrying on | 
the Deſign Joyntly in both Kingdoms: And a 
Treaty was thereupon had with Archibald Camp- 
tell late Earl of Argile, already Attainted of 
Treaſon, who demanded Thirty thouſand Pounds 
at firſt; But afterward agreed to accept of Ten 
thouſand Pounds, for Buying of Arms in Hol- 
land, and making other Proviſions neceſſary for | 
a Rebellion within Our Kingdom of Scorland, |

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| In the faid Council of Six it was Debated, 


Whether the Riſing in this Kingdom ſhould be 
firſt in Our City of London, where, by reaſon of 


the vaſt Numbers that might readily Unite, they 


thought they might eafily Maſter the Guards, 
or rather in ſome remote Parts, whereby we ſhould 
be under a neceſſity of ſending Our Guards to 


Suppreſs them, and thereby the Riſing in Our 
ſaid City would become more Secure and Effe- 
ctual: But at laſt it was Reſolved, as moſt con- 
venient, That it ſhould be in all Parts at the 
fame time, leſt Our City might be Defended by 
the Militia thereof, without the help of Our 
| Guards, which We might ſend for the Suppreſ- 


fing any Inſurrection in the Country; And they 
did all diſpofe themſelves accordingly, for the 
Compaſſing their Deſign, which was very near 


taking Effect. 


But ſuch was the abundant Mercy of Almighty 


God, while they were yet meditating their Exe- 


crable Miſchiefs againſt Our Royal Perſon, Our 
Deareſt Brother, and the Government, a Diſco-

| plices, on the Twelfth of June laſt; ſince which 


time We have uſed the beſt Means we could for
